Miss Harvey, ()rand-Da«glit«r of Hon. Kobt. 
Uuiisinulr ClirlstPiis tlK New .St«a!aer 
-A Miiu'iilllcent Vessel, Hand- 
souiKly Finislii'd, 

The following account of the launeliing 
of the Canadian Pacitio Navigation Co. 's 
steamer " islander" at Yoker, cm the 
Clyde, is taken from the Glasgow /)«i'ii/ 
Mail, of the i2th July: 

Messrs. Najiier, Shanks & Bell, yester- 
day, launched from their shipbuilding 
yard, at Yoker, a steel twin-screw steanier, 
whieii they have built to the order of tho 
Cai adian Paeilic Navigation Coin|>aiiy, 
Limited. It is a vessel of a special type 
Old handsome appearance, and is designed 
to meet ttie requireiueuts of its service in 
the rapid and comfortable conveyance of 
pa.sacnger.i between Victoria, the princi- 
pal trading port of British Columbia, and 
\^aiicouver, the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacitic Railroad. As the vessel left the 
ways it was christened Islander by Miss 
1 larvoy, a grand-daughter of Hon. Robert 
IDunsmuir, President of the JExeoutive 
Council of British Columbia, one of the 
directors of tho Canadian Pacitic Naviga- 
lion Company. The vessel having been 
seen safely into the river, tho visitors 
adjourned to tho olhces for Iniiclieoii. 

Amongst tho gueacs were Miss Harvey, 
Captain Rubortson and Mrs. Robertson, 
Lieut.tDuff, uf the United States Army; 
Rev. "iTSoinerville and Mrs. Soinervillo, 
Rev. .1.

Where is the safeguard of public liberty? 
It is in tlio press. It is tho free press, 
and wlion every other bulwark is giuio 
tiio pres.s reiiiiiiiis to i)reservo the liberty 
whiuh wo shall hand down to our chiblroii 
to maintain the nation in all its glory.

I'lue watei, 
good draiimgo arc re(|uiremeiits lioyoiid 
every other, because both aru prime 110- 
cesHiiries, indispensable essentials to the 
wellbeing, comfort, good health and long 
lite of human beings. Deprive man of 
water and hemightas wellbe denied an op- 
portunity of breathing freah air. And when 
he is forced to inhale the foul gases that 
emanato from the stiiikliolo known as the 
Ravine, he is denied llio blesseil privilege 
of enjoying the cubic inches of fresh air 
necessary for bis health. 'I'ho water ex- 
tension i|ue:itii)ii liiis been agitated for 11 
long time. Almost fnnii the very incep- 
tion the supply furnished by tlie water- 
works was found to be.inadenuate to meet 
the wants of the then sciiiit population. 
The pipes were liardly laid linil tho water 
turned on when a C17 of shmt supply 
arose. For years successive mayors and 
councils have wrestled with the problem. 
Within the past twclvo months the pro- 
blem is belioved to liave boon solved — the 
nut to have been cracked —by the ad- 
option of tho si.vteeu-iiioh iii.iin. Wlien 
that aliall liavo bi.'cii laid it ia promised 
that tlie quantity will lie abimdanl and 
tho (puility all that could lie desired, 'riie 
cost of the sixteen-ilich itnain is pioviiled 
for by tho by-law of-'l^(j."' Tlio liy-lnu 
now before the ratepiiyers' is ineant to 
'meet the; expetiditilW feqnii^d 'fOr the 
difltributipn '.of^^tfee^^^ncrqjised supply 
throughout the city by the substitution 
of 5, 6,' 9 and 12-inch mains for ridieiilous 
1, ij'ahd 2-ilich iron pipes, and ludicrous, 
. worm-oatoii, wooden niakealiifts of the loiji: 
ago. The small nmina permit the 
merest dribble to reach the consuiner, ami 
the wooden contrivances burst djiily under 
slight pressure. ICveiy one will admit 
that amongst Victoria's greatest wants is 
more and better water. The ^jliO,OC0 
asked will secure that. Let us then vote 
for the $20,000 loan bjir-law. 

In dealing with tiio important matter 
of sewerage — a matter so wide and iin-^ 
portantandso intimately associated witli 
the bTOad question of the public liealtli- 
it would be criminal to stop and inipiiii' 
whoso property may be beiiolitted by tlie 
pnvilyiiig proces.s, or whom; buildings m;iy 
bo "let" if the work is carried out. 'I'lir 
bro'ul question to be deteriiiiued is one 
that concerns tiio public hiiallli. 'J'li.it 
aiiould be insured at all hazards and at 
jiiiy i!xpense. Tin: rarinc shoitldbe sevxrtd. 
Nij matter if for a few yolirB the sewer is 
allowed to discharge Into the harbor. 
The natural sower has 'done that 
since Adam was iv little bpy. It will con 
tinuo to .dp it if .: tl.Je liylaw should be 
voted down. The poUutlon of the harbor- 
Avator will tiot • be groutor with n sewer 
than with a ravino. U'ht a sower would 
render property bordering 011 the ravine 
habitable by preventing the ]joisoiiiiig of 
tho air around it. Tliirty ilionsaiul dol- 
lars will close a death-trap tlmt has lired 
more nick iiess than any otiier cause in 
this fair city. The ravine is a mine ol 
wealth to the doctors. And yet all the 
members of the profession aro magiiinii- 
mous and noble-minded enough to declare 
that without dralnatro, Violoria will ha\ e 
a postilenco some day. Imagine 
un|)ther season like that of 1883, 
when, there wero no Huinmer 
winds to purify the air, and when inalar- 
liibfevel'H were epideiiiie and deaths oc- 
ciirrod, The source of most of tho ill 
ness wits tfaceil to tlie yawning ravine. 
Thirty thousand ilollar.s is a small sum in- 
deed to pay for the priiservation of the 
jmlilic health; and ?'J0,0()O is a mere bag- 
atelle to iuHuro an equiUiblo distribution 
of tho city walori supply.

Few 'countries during the last ten 
years have progressed as rapidly as the 
Argentine Hepublic. It has during the 
greater part of that period enjoyed abiiost 
coiiiiilete domestic tiamiuility and its 
( lovermnent bus devoied itself to the 
develiipmeiit of the magnilicout resources 
of the country. I'lider (iovernmeiil 
iiuspiees a spleiiilid system of r;iilways luis 
been estjililished, iininigratioii has been 
encouiMged, iimuense tracts nf land have 
been redeemed from the wilderne.s.s' and 
many local iinprovements made. The l e- 
sult has been an iinmense increase of pro- 
duction and a wcmderful expansion of 
trade. The total foreign trade of the 
Republic was in 1877 $83,202, 7t)(), in 
1887 it bad - moi-oased to §218,000,000, 
The roveiuie of the country underwent 
even a greater proportioiiiil increase. In 
1877 it was .^14, 82-1, 000, ton years later it 
li.ul mounted up to .soO.l.'W.OOO. The ex- 
port trade in 1887 showed an increase of 
.S14,O0O,O0O over that of the pievi(ais 
year, principally in grain, hides and 
frozen meats. Taxation in the Argentine 
Republic cannot be said to be light. The 
national revenue is derived from import 
duties which ate fixed, with few oxcop- 
tiona, at 25 per cent. _ «(/ rtiioi cm, from 
stamps, post olhce, l-ailwaya, telegraph, 
the tax on real estate and other minor 
taxes, and amounted in I881; in §12.42 
[ler fupild. In order to elfect ^he internal 
iiupi'ovomeuta iiecuas.iry to develop the 
rosonrces of thu country a conaidorablc 
iiiitidiial debt has been incurred. The to- 
t-il annmiit of the foreign debt on lUst 
March of; this year was $9^,427,000. The 
doineBtic debbat the same date amounted 
to §47;000,0d0i The provinces liuve be- 
sides a 'forei^u"debb of $88,219,611 and a 
domestic debt of,abo.ut,$25,0QQ«P00. This 
makes an aggregate debt, national itiid 
provincial, of S252,64!»,«ll, which, coii- 
sidoriiig tho natural wealth of the country 
,ind the rate at wdiicli it is proi/ressing, is 
not a very lieav}' binden to rai ry, Un- 
like nio.st of tho Soiitii .-Vuiei icaii .States, 
the .Argentine Republic biisli(fen puiictu.il 
ill its p.-iyments to its foreign creditors.

I N the House of Lords, recently, Lord 
Harris, replying to a question put by 
Lord Siuloley, gavu an account of the con- 
dition of the arniamonts at Ks(|uiniall, U. 
C. Ilu said tho guns wore not of a mod- 
ern type. It was only in I880 that it was 
decided to defend Esipiimalt. It was not 
one of the places originally recommended 
by the Royal Coniinission on Coaling 
Statuins.

THE HISTORY OP A CRIME. 

How Howard, Now SfirvUig Sentence at 
WMtmlinUr, Mauipuliited BoguB Bank 
mils— BrougUt tu .liistlcp and Severely 
SeiitfiK-ed- Hliimftlf tli« Only Loaer . 

Although slight meutioii was nmdo of 
it at the time, thu "pemtions of Ilowaid 
in Yalo and Lillooet diBtriota willi bogus 
CoiiHolidatod IJiuik bills, haa never been 
fully V'esentfd to the public. The fol- 
lowinu hiatoiy of tlio case lias been fiir- 
nishwl us by a gontioiiiiiii tlionuiglily ccjii- 
vorsnnt with tlio wliolo niattor: 

About the Mioii(h nl" Kobniary liiat, 
when the tliurniomutor Hiiiik low ami tlio 
colli was ciiimideri'd iinbuiiriiblo by " 
southoiiier, tlu'io liiudud fi'oui tho tiain nt 
Aalicrofc a youiij,' man of pleasing iuIcIichh 
and proposBeHHin^' luaiiner. He win about 
thii ty years of age, woll ihosiiod luid had 
uviiluiitly received a i,'<iiid educiitioii. Ho 
registered at the Ashcioft. i'otul as How- 
ard. He oiUurod fi'ttely into couversiitioii 
with those around liim and sliowcd lie 
possessed a good knowltdge of Uio ini- 
provemoiiUVmaide' in the telophono and 
kindred inatriimeiits. Ho reniained at 
Aslicroft until the c»)ld weather had 
abated and then lie revealed the ostensible 
object of his inission, viz: to visit a friend 
of his ac<iuiiiiitivin,'u wlioiii lie had mot in 
Mexico. lie promised tills iiciiimiiilaiicu 
if he should ovor i;.. to Uritisli Coiiiuibia 
he would visit a friuud at Alexandria, in 
tho district of Ciu-iljoo. However, as 
time dovelopctl the plot, it was ascer- 
tiiiied there was never at Aleicandm a 
peiHoii of the nmiio given. To Alexandria 
he , would go, iiotwitlislaiidiiii,' the 
roiii'onstrancL's of llioso who kindly 
volunteered advici; tliat tho ilistaiici) wa.s 
great and llie tlieruioiiieter many degioes 
below zero. His plan was to liirua saddle 
horse at Asliciott and ride up. The stii;.^f 
was recoiiimended ais the safer and cla apei 
mode of convovance. Howard thought 
not, and made his iin-aii<;<'ments, hiring a 
L-ayu.-io for thi' journoy. On Ids way lie 
also hired a man who hail ii thorough 
knowledge of the Irads along the Kraser. 
Howard and companion ri'.-ielied t'liiitiui 
in safety, but instead of foUowhig up his 
resolution to proceed to Alo.xamlria, lie 
turned off to the left and procouded up 
Big Buar tmil to Oanoo Creek wheio his 

UN.stiSPKCTiNO virrnis livkd 
and had large cattle ranches. Hero he 
met e.xactly" what he sought for. He 
found two honest ranchers and made a 
purchase of their herds. 0.i.sh was paid 
down and Howard employed a tew Indi- 
ans to drive lliu herd to tjliiitou. ^Ve 
may imagine the air of triimipli that 
eaine over liis face as he found iiimself 
in possession of about 150 cuttle. How 
Ills mission ended in a success, «nd how 
the gang would chuckle over tho sim- 
plicity of the Hritish Cnluiiibia ranchers 
as they couiiteil their money over in 
some secluded spot atiSeatlle orel.sewlieiel 
But the last laid acheiiie failed. By forced 
drives the cattle were brought as far aa 
Clinton. Hero Howard sent a tulegrani 
to the agent of the 0. P. R. to secure 
seven cars to take his cattle to Vancouver. 
Unfortunately llmri! were only four cars, 
and sixty of the herd were left at Ash 
croft, i'his hitch helped to overtake tin 
rascal. About f(uir thousand dollars wen 
paid for the cattle in ten-d.dlar hills of 
the Consolidated Bank of Montreal 
Howard carefully

in the move public places, but being short 
of good mimey paid the Tndian drivers in 

the "Consolidated." The day the cattle 
were shipped for N'aucouver one of these 
bills went into eiicnlation at Ashcroft, and 
was suspected, or rather doubted. A 
gontleulaii showed it tt> tin; paymaster of 
the C. r. R. and he pronounced it value- 
less. There was general consternation, 
and this was coniirniod when news came 
in to Ashcroft that four of these bills were 
paid out for feed at Hat Creek, si.xleeii 
miles from Ashcroft. At this time How- 
ard-went to Vancoiiver with his cattle, 
and'would return iie.\t d.ty. .Su.spicion 
was'awiikoned that the money paid for 
these ctittle might bo" all of the same 
character. On the passing of these 
four bills Mr. Burr, constable, laid mfor- 
uuition and had a warrant reaily tor the 
arrest of Hi..w.tid on his return. In the 
•.. meantime the chiefs of police were w ired 
to and Urn government agent at Clinton, 
who proniptly sent a messenger to Canoe 
Creek to Brown and Gaspard Isiodore re- 
questing them to see that their money was 
good. To the surprise of many 
How.vitii ki;ti RXiin, 
and was arrested on the iiifmiiiation laid 
of <djUining ..goods ;by fidse prelenses 
He protested innocenbof'and ignoraiicu of 
wrung doing, and if .allowed his liberty 
would retrace his stops lind pay tip all tho 
bad notes. His huiie e.vplanation of bow 
the notes came into his possession di(i not 
improve his ca.so. At Seattle he said ho 
was at one of tho banks with Anu^ ican 
money to exchange for Caiiiidian lulls. A 
conticlenco man who stood at the door 
of the bank proposed t" eNchaii^^'' '•"•g'-' 
amount of Canadian hills he iiad. How- 
ard, as lie savs, iiniocenlly acce|iled the 
exchange. The cattle dealers in Vancou- ! 
ver were cautioned not, to p.ay Howard nn- j 
til the matter of the bills wa.s siil isfaetorily 
sifted. At the in'eliniiiiary e.viinnnatioii 
before .1. F. Smith, .1.1'., the prisoner 
was prosecuted by Mr. K. Hn.saey, 
the govoriinieiit agent at Kani- 
loops. There were three counts. 
There was suHlcient evidiMiee to 
■ commit for trial and Howard was com- 
mitted to the jail at Kamloops, to he 
tried at thea8.sizes to he Imlden at (.'Ini- 
ton on .hine nth. On the 1 1th .1 nne, 
before the, lion, .luslico Walkein, the case 
eauie up. .\ large lumiber of witnesses 
were in attend.iiu e. Howard conducted 
his own case and did remarkably wcdl in 
croBS-exainination, l)nt failed entirely to 
c.invince the jury of bis iimoceiice and 
complicity ill a fraud. The explanation 
oiveii of a letter found on his person at 
the time of the arrest and written in (ier- 
maii was unfortunate. It showed that (in 
the other aide his business was ilh'git i- 
niato and that ho associated with jieople 
of the lowest typo. 

.TH1" UISTOKV OK -I'llK .NUIICS 

is this: The (Jonsoli.l.ited Bank of Mon- 
treal, Sir Kraiicis Hiiieks, pii'sideni, 
printed a large number of ten ilollar bills 
and about tifty thousand dollars of them 
had been stolon and wore traced to the 
Pacific Coast. After these were abstract 
ed about twelve yoaraago, tbe hank never 
issued any SIO bills. Also, abmU, nine 
years ago the bank became defunct. 
These bills in i|neslioii were evidently 
dipped in greasy matt m- to give them an 
old and W(jrn aiipearaiu'o. The blank tor 
the cashier was tilled with "W. U.Brock, 
B name \vhich had never been known to 
the bankers in Montreal. 

Howard was sentenced to seven yuars 
ill the peiiitentiiiiy at Wustininster. He_ 
was asked by the judgo Ui tell the triie 
story. Ho refiiseil, and said he would 
prefer serving out his 8eiil,.eiice- hero than 
to bo shot on tho other sido. Howard is 
evidently ii tool of a gang, iis his Mexican 
stories would indicate. He is a native of 
Missouri, but has lived and travelled in 
many of the stales and Caimdian territor 
les. Hi! said that prison walls had n. 
terror for him. Whether this is a slate 
uient of fact or boasting of Ins exploits, it 
i* diUiqult. to .pay.* The hogiis bdls are 
Iddgod' safely ill tho hand.i of the coiirt. 
Howard said they were the last. Tlio 
ranchers received full ^allU) for their 
cattle, and siillured no lo.ss. 'I'Lio prompt- 
ness with which tho tdliceis of t ho law 
acted iluserves [n'uise, and will bu a warn- 
ing to thieves and "sharpers" that seriinis 
risks will be encountered in the' attempt 
to brouk the law or cheat unoffojuliiig
